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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 
Restriction is required under 35 U.S. C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-4, drawn to a method for identifying an agent. 

Group II, claim(s) 5, drawn to a kit for identifying an agent. 

Group III, claim(s) 6-9, drawn to agents and a pharmaceutical composition. 

Group IV, claim(s) 10, drawn to a method of treatment of autoimmune-related diseases or 
allergic diseases. 

The inventions listed as Groups I-IV do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: 

The technical feature linking Groups I-IV appears to be an agent that has an influence on 
the amount of an analyte expressed by a cell. 

However, Malefyt et al. (US Patent No. 5,833,976) teaches an agent (IL-4) that directly 
inhibits secretion of an analyte (cytokine) from an NK cell (column 9, lines 27-31). 

Therefore, the technical feature linking the inventions of Groups I-IV does not constitute 
a special technical feature as defined by PCT Rule 13.2, as it does not define a contribution over 
the prior art. 
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In addition, Groups I-IV each have technical features that are unrelated to the other 
groups. Group I includes the feature of contacting detection molecules with pins of a matrix and 
determining the amount of detection complexes formed on the pins, which is not a feature of 
Groups II-IV. Group II includes the feature of a well system wherein the number and form 
correspond to pins, which is not a feature of Groups I and III-IV. Group III includes the feature 
of a pharmaceutical composition, which is not a feature of Groups I-II and IV. Group IV includes 
the feature of administering an effective amount of an agent to a subject in need of treatment of 
autoimmune-related diseases or allergic diseases, which is not a feature of Groups I-IIL 

Accordingly, Groups I-IV are not so linked by the same or a corresponding special 
technical feature so as to form a single general inventive concept. 

Election of Species 

This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so linked as 
to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 1 3. 1 . 

The species are as follows: 

In the event that Group I is elected, the following species election must also be made:
